There are further limits. Each loss is first reduced by $100, 
and the balance is then deductible only insofar as it exceeds 
10 percent of adjusted gross income. The limits used to be 
more generous; today insurance is a wise investment. Owners 
of business assets get a better deal. The $100 reduction is 
gone, as is the 10-percent-of-AGI floor for the deduction, and 
non-itemizers can claim losses. There are special rules for 
losses in areas that are presidentially declared disaster 


zones. 


Losses this year can be deducted on either a 2014 or 2015 
tax return, whichever is more advantageous. If you have al- 
ready filed your 2014 return, you can amend it and get a re- 
fund from the IRS. (You can find those disaster zones at 


www.fema.gov/disasters. )

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A bit of Roman (House) history,

The name sounds historic, 
The Roman House. You’d 
think there should be a cor- 
nerstone with Roman 
numerals or some carved 
graffiti declaring, “Jvlivs 
Caesar slept here LXXVI 
Be.” 

Truth be told, he never 
did. The house was built 
about two millennia after 
Caesar’s death. The name 
it carries is for Frank 
Roman, a produce dealer 
who lived there from about 
1908 until his death in 1938. 

The house was built in 
1897 for Charles Hudson, 
who had a_ store in 
Wilmington Square, then 
known as Hudson’s Corner. 
That store burned down in 
1903 in a massive fire that 


started in Schamiel 
MclIntosh’s blacksmith 
shop. 


When the house was new, 
Mrs. Hudson was very par- 
ticular about the floors in 
the house, so much so that 
she insisted they live in the 
barn. 

In 1908, the property was 
sold to Frank Roman. He 
proceeded to plant rows of apple 
trees along the front, over to Adams 
Street. In the back, he grew vegeta- 
bles, including a beautiful cornfield. 
He developed the property into a 
showplace where he could entertain 
business associates. 

In his produce business, he was a 
supplier to the Charlestown Navy 
Yard and the Charlestown State 
Prison. He would host high-ranking 
officials in the barn, and for good 
reason. He would always serve a 
glass of wine before conducting busi- 
ness, and he had what seems to be a 
unique way of serving that wine. He 
always served it in clay flower pots, 
with a cork stopper in the drain hole. 
He claimed the wine tasted better 
when served in an unglazed clay pot.

It is not certain when he was serv- 
ing this wine, but it is worthy of note 
that for 15 of the 30 years that he 
lived there, alcoholic beverages were 
illegal, under Prohibition. 

In 1919 Roman had a pond con- 
structed for goldfish at the back of 
the property. It was a nice place, in a 
shady part of the farm. He spent 
quite a bit of money for that pool. 

The Roman farm was a showplace 
for the town of Wilmington. 

It was about the same time that he 
offered to rebuild the Common. He 
wanted to put in a water fountain, 
along with some shrubs and trees, 
and make it into a park for the town. 
He would pay all the bills, and there 
was but one stipulation — there was 
to be no baseball. He didn’t like base-

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‘Teacher shortage

How would you feel if your

The loss of your identity 


iL “My identity has been stolen,” commented a close 
friend of mine. He had just been called and told by a 
iank that they were checking on a few things on his 
account. Asked by the bank official if he had the card 
ending with a four digit number they had, to which he 
wPsponded with a yes. The bank fraud division said they 
‘assumed so but wanted to let him know his “identity had 
n stolen.” 

+ Asking what they meant, the bank staff person said 
‘that from the card three separate withdrawals had been 
‘made of $500 per withdrawal from the card. 

+ He was asked if he had been in Sutton and Springfield 
‘in recent days, to which he responded that not later than

two to three years ago. Asking why, my friend was told, 


“that i is where the deposits were withdrawn.” 

' This local Daily Times Chronicle resident stated that he 
‘had been to Cape Cod in recent weeks but that was it and 
‘asked bank officials what had to be done. The bank rep- 
‘resentative said to obviously tear or cut up the current 
‘card with that number and a replacement card would be 
‘sent and arrive in 48 hours. Also, he was notified to let 
lécations where the former number would have been 
used for electronic banking of the problem and hold until 
he had a new account. The new card arrived in 48 hours 
with a protective chip built into the card. 

This trusting individual was obviously really concerned 
and discussed this issue with the bank representatives 
and said that this has never happened to him before, 
while asking how this was possible? 

Bank officials commented that they were having a 
string of stolen identities through a system where a 
device (portable scanner type) is held near a wallet or 
pocketbook and the card numbers are stolen right 
through the leather or cloth covering. Further checking 
on the banks advice, they suggested that each credit or 
debit card should be kept in the small envelopes they 
normally comé in on arrival for added protection. 

Further checking on: line, one can find such small 
envelopes that only hold one card which can have a “pro- 

' tective chip” inside the envelope for added security, 
while others are investing in metal containers available 
to carry cards of this type with some metal containers 
having a protective chip. Well, in the case of my friend, 
this is great a advice after the fact, as much more finan- 
cial damage could have been done if not caught by the 
bank fraud team. 

The emotions and anguish on finding out that your wal- 
let or whatever in your clothes can be as transparent as 
an ATM was shocking to me and felt the need to share 
this. While I know many know of various fraud antics out 
there, this scanning device through your clothes was 
knew to me. This weekend’s business sections carried an 
interesting piece in that some banks are going to devel- 
op an “app” for your handheld computer to allow you to 
withdraw funds from your bank or ATM. After what I 
just told you, does this make sense? 

If there are devices out there to scan your wallet in your 
pocket or inside a closed pocket book, don’t you think 
these same devious technological folks will find a 
method to scan their way into any new banking web site 
established? 

Finally, on behalf of my friend, great credit is extended 
to the banking industry for catching this, as fast as they 
did and replacing the funding, subject to you cooperating 
in the investigation. While many of us have friends in 
Sutton and Springfield, be on the alert in every commu- 
nity, as the odds are they were just passing through and 
found the right bank. 


Teacher openings 


As schools begin to open we hear of many vacancies 
in the mathematics and’science areas, as well as special 
education across the United States. This happens every 
year. Despite my urging, the’need for graduating with 
the pre-requisites for at least a double licensure in areas, 
such as your subject field and special education or your 
subject area with reading as a second field, we see too 
many young folks coming to graduation with an under- 
graduate degree for which there is no teaching vacancy. 
Obviously all new teachers need to pass the MTEL test 
and receive the Massachusetts licensure to teach in 
these areas in Massachusetts or whatever state they will 
work. 

Unfortunately, too many candidates come out of col- 
lege from an elementary teaching program, an English 
major or Social Studies major, flooding the field with an 
over-supply of good solid potential teachers, who end up 
not finding a permanent full time position but end up 
doing long-term substitute work or even on call substi- 
tute assignments, which is not what they expected. 

I have often blamed the colleges for this and feel 
they should really develop a culture of “double licensure” 
for all candidates planning to enter the field of educa- 
tion. This gives all supervisors far more flexibility to hire 
an individual who could for example be part time 
English and part time Reading.

his article is about what my son 

Max did on his summer vaca- 

tion. It wasn’t really a summer 
vacation because he was working at an exclusive camp 
in northern Maine (so exclusive I can’t mention its 
name). Let’s just say, if your child attends this summer 
camp, money is no object. 

Along with all of the usual camp activities including 
swimming, horseback riding and arts & crafts, this camp 
also offers classes taught by top-of-their-field sports 
trainers and professional artists. 

The faculty at Berklee approached Max and asked him 
to consider taking a position at the camp to teach guitar 
lessons. to campers during the summer. Along with his 
paycheck, he got room and board as well as use of the 
campground facilities during his time off. Max never 
taught classes before, nor had he ever gone camping, so 
he was happy to try both of them for the first time.

Everything seemed too perfect, from the 
politeness of the camp greeters to their perfectly pol- 
ished good looks. They were all super athletic, with gold- 
en blonde hair and gleaming white teeth. And there was 
Max, with his scruffy goatee and pasty white skin with 
only his guitar case for protection. As I drove away, I had 
visions of my son chasing my car down the perfectly 
groomed dirt road screaming, “Wait! Don’t leave me 
here!” 

But that was not the case. 

In fact, Max’s experience was the exact opposite. 

Max’s weekly telephone calls kept me updated on his 
progress as he adapted to his foreign surroundings. 
Although he’s very much a city person, he loved being 
immersed in something completely different from what 
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he was used to back home. 

He made a lot of friends with the other counselors, even 
though there still exists a huge dividing line between ath- 
letes and artists.:Max was able to navigate both worlds 
comfortably. He quickly bonded with Alan, a 22 year-old 
neuro-scientist who specializes in ceramic pottery. Like 
all of Max’s friends, Alan was intelligent, talented varia

And I’ve only scratched the surface of the stories“I 
was told. I hope someday Max writes his memoirs of this 
special summer. It was quite eventful on a petsone ge 
well as physical level. 

When Max returned home, he was a much aches per- 
son from his two-month camp experience. He discovered 
he loves to teach. He understands how instructors <can 
shape the lives of young people, much like the miisi¢al 
mentors Max encountered when he was beginning his 
musical journey. Being a guitar-teaching camp’ coun- 
selor was secondary to what Max learned about being a 
good person, and how doing the right thing is not always 
the easiest road to take, but it is the best one.

While that was happening, 
the ‘team’s manager Terry 
“Tito” Francona made his 
way*through the stands and 
around the visitor’s dugout 
to greet some people. Inside 
the dugout were two teenage 
boys, and one them yelled to 
Tito “Hey Boss; Hey Terry. 
I’m here with my friend 
Lucas.” 

« That voice was 17-year-old 
Dauson Bere, the son of 
Jason Bere, the former 
Wilmington High and 11- 
year veteran pitcher of the 
Major Leagues. Dauson told 
his’ friend that he always 
calls Francona “Boss” and 
the two boys smiled from 
ear-fo-ear when the manag- 
er acknowledged them and 
exchanged pleasantries. It’s 
Dauson, his sister Colby and 
their mother Dinielle who 
made it such a tough choice 
for Jason to change his posi- 
tion “as a special assistant to 
the -General Manager to 
become the team’s Bullpen 
Coach before the start of 
this season replacing cur- 
rent Tampa Bay Rays 
Manager Kevin Cash. 
-“I-have really enjoyed (the 
change), but the tough part 
is missing the family,” said 
Bere, from the dugout. “My 
daughter is involved with 
sports so trying to get a few 
days here or there to watch 
her play softball can get 
tough. The entire coaching 
staff all has families and 
kids and it’s tough on all of 
us but we all lean on each 
other in that aspect. I miss 
the family, but at the same 


*. tinte- I don’t want them to 


stop-their lives because I’m 
on -the road. And _ they 
haven’t. My son is 17 and my 
daughter is 15 and they are 
doing great and are great 
kids, so it works. But I like 
what I do. I like the interac- 
~ tion I have with the players 

and I like the change of 
. being on the field with 


them.” 

Jason and Dinelle have 
been married since 1994 and 
together since 1988 first dat- 
ing when he was throwing 
fastballs for legendary 
coach Dick Scanlon when 
the Wildcats competed in 
the Merrimack Valley 
Conference and when he 
was working at Uncle 
Mickey’s in town. Since 
those days, Bere got drafted 
in 1990, played 11 seasons, 
won 71 games, pitched in the 
All-Star game and in a play- 
off game. He also endured 
some tough times and some 
tough injuries. He retired as 
a player in 2005 back when 
his kids were seven and five. 

Since retiring as a player, 
he has watched his children 
grow. Dauson is autistic and 
attends North Andover High 
School. Colby attends 
Phillips Academy and ‘can 
play softball’ says her Dad, 
but on this night the two kids 
were both able to spend 
some time with their father. 
Dauson spent a few hours in 
the dugout talking to players 
and coaches including 
Francona for the second 
time and his partner in 
crime Brad Mills, while 
Colby and some of her soft- 
ball teammates were treated 
to some tickets from Dad. 

“!'m a coach now so (the 
ticket requests) are nothing 
like they were when I 
pitched,” he said with a 
laugh. 

Jason sat on the dugout 
bench answering questions 
for a quite awhile. 
Extremely relaxed, he spoke 
at length about his new posi- 
tion as bullpen coach, his 
duties and so forth. He spoke 
about the ups and downs of 
the team this season and 
about the talented pitching 
staff including last year’s Cy 
Young Award winner Corey 
Kluber, who was taking the 
mound later that night. 

Whereas Mickey Callway, 
the team’s Pitching Coach, 
deals more directly with the 
starters, Bere deals more 
directly with the relievers on 
a nightly basis. He was 
asked if he thought he had 
an influence on any one 
reliever in particular. 

“T think all of them,” he 
said. “They all have differ-

ent personalities. They all do 
certain things well. They 
have certain things they are 
better at, and are all differ- 
ent (people). It seems like at 
any given point of the sea- 
son there’s one guy who is 
not where he should be and 
he gets kind of cleaned up. 
Then you look to the right 
and it’s OK, it’s his turn. A 
lot of it has to do with some 
guys not having the regular 
work they are used too. 

“(Being a reliever) is all 
about functioning your time, 
your workload and putting 
extreme value into even your 
catch game. You may not 
pitch in a game for six days 
but during that time your 
catch game is very impor- 
tant.” 

Indians’ pitcher Zach 
McAllister has bounced 
between starter and reliever 
during his career and has 
known Bere for a while, 
dealing with him when he 
pitched in the minors. He 
said that Bere brings a lot to 
the table. 

“(Jason) has definitely 
learned a lot down there (as 
bullpen coach),” said 
McAllister. “He had a serv- 
iceable career. He gives you 
real good advice no matter 
if you are a starter or a 
reliever. He catches on real- 
ly quick and definitely 
deserves any recognition he 
gets. 

“ve always had a great 
relationship with him no 
matter if I bounce from 
starter or reliever, or it’s 
when I was in the minor 
leagues, or when I’m strug- 
gling, or when I’m in the 
bullpen now. He’s a great 
guy to have down there and 
he definitely gives you good 
advice.” 

Bere said that his duty is 
much more than standing 
behind the reliever while he 
warms up to get ready. 

“For me it’s just trying to 
keep guys upbeat. Some of 
the mechanical things (with 
pitchers) we address as a 
whole with Mickey and 
myself, but my job is to keep 
those guys positive, to keep 
them in the right frame of 
mind so they are ready to go 
and attack.” 

After spending the last 
nine years as an assistant to 


the General Manager con- 
centrating on pitching on all 
levels of the organization, 
Bere was hired in February 
to take over for Cash, who 
became the skipper of the 
Rays. 

“Cashy was way more than 
a bullpen coach,” said 
Francona. “This guy was 
like assistant manager, 
assistant general manager 
and he did such a good job. 
He impacted everybody. So 
when he left we needed to 
hire someone to replace 
Cashy. We needed to find 
someone who would be an 
impact and JB was the pret- 
ty easy choice. He had been 
with the organization and 
like I said it was an easy 
choice.” 

Has Bere been that impact 
replacement thus far? 

“’m guessing that he has 
impacted everyone in that 
bullpen,” said Francona. 
“Mickey is the pitching 
coach and JB works off of 
him. But they work well 
together and JB has been 
such a pleasure to have with 
us.” 

Bere was asked about the 
adjustment of being the 
‘New Guy’ on a staff that 
consists of Francona, Mills, 
Sandy Alomar, Jr., Callway, 
ete. 

“There hasn’t been any 
hazing or anything like 
that,” he said with a laugh. 
But he did say that the staff 
thoroughly enjoys the game 
of cribbage, as well as forty- 
fives, which is a terrific card 
game. But Jason doesn’t 
partake in the coaches in 
those games. He rather play 
pool or swing the golf clubs 
during his off-time. 

“Since I’ve been here (as a 
coach) the staff they all 
have been tremendous and 
make me feel right at 
home,” he said. “With 
Mickey, our third base coach 
Mike Sarbaugh, who I had a 
lot of contact with when I 
was the assistant to the gen- 
eral manager, I get along 
with everyone and it’s been 
great and a lot of fun. I think 
this staff is just a collection 
of baseball minds. No one 
feels that they can’t say any- 
thing or express their own 
opinions. 

“Everyone keeps them- 


selves in check and that’s 
the best part of it. We are 
really like one cohesive 
mind. Everyone is here for 
the same reason and that’s 
to win, and that’s to be a 
part of something special. 

“It’s a looser group. The 
beauty is Tito lets everyone 
be themselves and he’s so 
genuine. But when it’s time 
to work, it’s time to work: 
We are all very fortunate to 
be in the game of baseball 
and I know I have been 
extremely fortunate. But 
with the experience I have 
had, I do know that I have 
worked very hard and I con- 
tinue to work very hard as a 
coach. I like to joke around 
and have a good time, but 
when it’s time to work, it’s 
time to work because like I 
said we’re all here for one 
reason and that’s to win. So 
all of us here as a staff 
strive for that and we do put 
the team’s best assets 
together to do that.” 

Since being drafted in 1990, 
Bere is now in his 26th year 
in professional baseball. He 


said for the most part, that’s 
all he knows, the game of 
baseball. He was asked if he 
has thought about the fact 
that he has spent a quarter 
of a century in the game. 

“I’ve been able to form my 
own opinions because I’ve 
had 25 years in the game,” 
he said. “I can reflect on the 
good, the bad and the ugly. I 
went through all of those 
experiences myself. I know 
when I played (former 
Major League pitcher) Jack 
McDowell was such a huge 
influence on me. He would 
challenge me a lot to be bet- 
ter and to be accountable. 

“Now as I’m older, all of 
that makes sense, so do all 
of the things I was told by 
the many pitching coaches I 
went through in my career. I 
do realize that I’ve been in 
the game for 25 years, but 
for me I think that experi- 
ence is just a tool to teach, 
to coach and to interact with 
the players the best way I 
can. I don’t know if it’s the 
right way, but I’m trying and 
working at it.”

I believe the Red Sox can 
be fixed.

Peterson's drive and commitment as strong as ever

record in the minor leagues, 
but still, he waits for the call 
to move up the organization- 
al ladder, just like so many 
others. 

But what may separate the 
27-year old Peterson from 
others trying to climb the 
ladder to the big leagues, 
and what may ultimately 
land him on the Brewers ros- 
ter in the future is that com- 
mitment to his craft, the 
desire to get better, and: the 
willingness to put in the 
work to make himself the 
best player he can be. 

Certainly every player with 
the dream of ending up in 
the big leagues has a great 
commitment to the game, 
but it is hard to imagine any- 
one with a greater commit- 
ment than the former St. 
John's Prep and University 
of Rhode Island star. 

The commitment has 
shown this season, as 
Peterson has posted a 3-2 
record, with his 3.12 ERA, 
striking out 45 batters in 60.2 
innings of work in his role as 
a versatile reliever for the 
Manatees. But with about 
three weeks left in the 
Manatees season, Peterson 
knows his work is far from 
done. 

"I am just taking it one 
game at a time right now. 
You hear a lot from the 
coaches and the instructors, 
and how they stress the 


importance of the last 
month of the _ season," 
Peterson said. "Of course 


every month is important, 
but they try and instill in us 
that the most important 
thing is how you finish the 
season. 

"You work so hard in the 
off season so you can finish 
strong. Anybody can start 
strong, but the key is finish- 
ing strong. I want to be as 
strong at the end of the sea- 
son as I was in April or 
May." 

And Peterson has learned 
a thing or two in his three 
seasons with the Manatees 
and his five seasons of 
minor league baseball over- 
all. He had always taken 
great care of himself, as evi- 
denced by his helping lead 
St. John's Prep to 2005 and 
2006 Division 1 North cham- 
pionships, while earning 
Division 1 North MVP hon- 
ors, before moving on to 
Marist and then URI, where 
he earned All-Conference 
and All-New England honors 
in his senior season. 

But professional baseball 
is a different matter all 
together, and Peterson has 
adjusted his training routine 
to match the level of compe- 
tition he is now facing. 

"As I have spent more time 
in the system, it is probably 
night and day from 2011 as 
far as knowing what it takes 
to be ready for an entire sea- 
son," Peterson said. "It is 
something you learn as you 
get older. You don't truly 
understand it until you get 
into that day to day grind of 
trying to make it through 
the season." 

Peterson has certainly 
made it through this season 
pretty well, even as the 
Manatees have struggled at 
times on their way to a 20-27 
record in the second half of 
the season after going 29-40 


in the first half of the 
Florida State League split 
schedule. : 

"Obviously it's a little dis- 
appointing to not be playing 
as well as we could be, but 
regardless of where we are 
in the standings, you still go 
out there and play as hard 
as you can every night," 
Peterson said. "The biggest 
thing in the minor leagues is 
your development and try- 
ing to improve in order to 
get to the next level and 
eventually the major 
leagues. 

"Just like any season I 
have had my ups and downs, 
where some days I feel great 
and other days not so much.

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Wilmington Schools eagerly awaiting arrival of students

Wilmington Public Schools 
are excited for the arrival of 
students for the 2015-16 aca- 
demic year. We look for- 
ward to welcoming students 
in Grades 1-12 to school on 
Tuesday, September ist and 
our Preschool and 
Kindergarten students on 
September 8th. In recogni- 
tion of the Labor Day holi- 
day, there will be no school 
on Friday, September 4th or 
Monday, September 7th. 
Parents and residents can 
access our district calendar 
on our district website at 
www.wpsk12.com. You can 
also find lots of informative 
Back to School Information 
there as well, including bus 
routes and school lunch 
menus. Speaking of school 
lunch, there will be a lunch 
prices increase this year. 
Lunch at the elementary 
schools will be $2.40 and at 
the middle school and high 
school will be $2.65 ($2.85 for 
a premium lunch). 


There are actually many 
exciting changes happening 
in Wilmington Schools this 
year. 


For the first time, our 
Early Childhood Centers 
will each provide full-day, 
fully integrated pre-school 
programs where students 
with special needs will learn 
and grow in an inclusive set- 
ting with their typically pro- 
gressing peers. 

A new elementary math 
program, enVision, is being 
fully implemented this year 
in Grades K-5. This pro- 
gram was piloted at each 
grade level in each elemen- 
tary school last year with 
great success. The program 
is. better aligned to the 
Massachusetts curriculum 
frameworks and provides 
teachers, students, and par- 
ents, with access to excel- 
lent instructional resources. 
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for the 2015-16 School Year 


A new literacy program, 
Fundations, is being imple- 
mented for all Grade 1 stu- 
dents. Fundations is a 
research-based program 
that will enhance reading, 
spelling, and writing 
instruction for our early ele- 
mentary students. 

We have hired a full-time 
K-5 Literacy Coach who will 
work with teachers to pro- 
vide job-embedded support 
for literacy instruction in 
our early childhood and ele- 
mentary schools. 

We have hired a full-time 
Middle School Math Coach 
who will work with teachers 
to provide job-embedded 
support for math instruction 
and work with teams to 
research and identify math 
programs that are aligned to 
our curriculum frameworks 
with the goal of piloting one 
or more of these programs 
next year. 

A significant amount of 
technology has been 
deployed this summer. 
Every classroom in the dis- 
trict is now equipped with 
interactive whiteboards and 
projectors making them 
highly engaging instruction- 
al spaces. Both of our 
Intermediate Schools 
received new Chromebook 
Carts which allow teachers 
to bring the technology to 
students. In Grades K-3, we 
have invested in tablet carts 
to allow greater access to 
mobile devices in the early 
elementary grades. We also 
continue to upgrade and 
enhance our networking and 
wireless capabilities. 

To ensure appropriate use 
of technology, we are work- 
ing on_ revising our 
Acceptable Use Policy for 
the use of our technology 
and internet resources, and 
are drafting a new Social 
Media Policy to outline 
expectations around the use 
of these ever-growing tools. 

In the year ahead, we plan 
to continue increasing our 
use of Aspen and the district 
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Mary Delai, Superintendent 
of Wilmington 
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website as the primary tool 
for providing resources to 
and strengthening partner- 
ships with our families, 
including providing more 
curriculum and instruction- 
al resources online to help 
families support their chil- 
dren at home. 

We have updated our Life 
Threatening Food Allergy 
procedures and, effective 
this. school year, all class- 
rooms in PK - 5 will be 
“allergy safe,” meaning that 
snacks containing peanuts 
or tree nuts will not be per- 
mitted in classrooms. The 
research is now clear that 
this is the best way to pro- 
tect students with life- 
threatening food allergies. 
Students will still be permit- 
ted to bring lunches with 
nut-containing products and 
cafeterias will still have des- 
ignated nut-free tables for 
students with LTFAs. A list 
of nut-safe alternative 
snacks can be found on our 
website as well. 

As we begin our first full 
year at Wilmington High 
School, the extended 84- 
minute 4x4 block schedule 
will continue but this year 


with some rotation to the 
schedule. Research shows 
that rotation of periods 
helps students to be more 
successful. High School 
staff are also working to 
expand opportunities for 
enrichment during the inter- 
disciplinary block. 

A new schedule is in place 
for Wilmington Middle 
School this year as well. 
The new schedule now intro- 
duces rotation which, as 
mentioned above, has been 
shown to help students be 
more successful. In addi- 
tion, a third eighth grade 
team has been restored so 
that all grade levels now 
have three teams each. The 
former “house” structure 
has been eliminated and 
new team names were 
selected by students for 7th 
and 8th grade teams. We 
look forward to this new 
schedule and the increased 
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We've designed a special package for college students ages 25 and younger to help you ; ; : 
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learning opportunities it will 
provide to improve math, 
writing, and reading skills 
for all ability levels as well 
as Tier 2 interventions and 
enrichment opportunities. 

Finally, a new vision and 
strategic plan are in the 
final stages of development 
and will be released for pub- 
lic input in September. 
Parents and community 
members will have the 
opportunity to provide feed- 
back through several forums 
as well as a parent survey. 
This five year plan provides 
a roadmap to guide us in 
achieving our vision for con- 
tinuous improvement to cre- 
ate an exemplary district 
that supports all students 
and ensures that they are 
prepared for post-secondary 
life.

STONEHAM - If Stone 
Zoo’s 110-year existence could 
be summed up with one word, 
perhaps serendipitous best 
describes the institution. 

As explained by local histo- 
rians and longtime zoo advo- 
cates, the 26-acre property, 
sandwiched amongst the 
largest tract of forested park- 
land in the metropolitan 
region north of Boston, was 
technically never meant to

the urban wilderness incom- 
plete without an unauthorized 
visit to the collection of ani- 
mals at a nearby farmstead. 

“It actually came into 
being almost naturally. It’s 
not like somebody just decid- 
ed one day, ‘Hey, let’s have a 
zoo,” explained Wakefield 
native Richard Tisei, a for- 
mer state Senator who 
became a staunch zoo advo- 
cate during his 25 years on 
Beacon Hill. 

Only years later, some 
time after the turn of the 20th 
century, would the zoo be offi- 
cially born with the influx of 
tax dollars. 

And during the ensuing 
century, as the exhibits 
expanded and threats to Stone 
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Zoo’s existence emerged, that 
same blind chance — in a pat- 
tern so fortuitous some con- 
sider it more akin to fate — 
has again and again spurred 
the preservation and subse- 
quent growth of the Spot Pond 
area facility. 

Situated at 149 Pond St. in 
Stoneham, Stone Zoo is a 
somewhat unexpected subur- 
ban surprise that’s located 
just 10 miles north of Boston 
in the middle of state park- 
land. The area is frequented 
regularly by citizens from the 
nearby communities of 
Winchester, Reading, 
Melrose, Malden, and 
Medford, making the zoo’s 
location an attractive family 
gathering spot for genera- 
tions now. 

“It’s a part of 
Massachusetts’ history. It’s 
been here for 110 years,” said 
Stoneham Selectman Ann 
Marie O’Neill during a recent 
community gathering. “I was 
brought here as a child, and I 
have fond memories of bring- 
ing my children here.” 

Yet, despite that geograph- 
ical allure, not to mention the 
zoo’s decreasing reliance 
upon state budget dollars and 
an estimated 20 percent boost 
in attendance rates since 
2008, local officials consider 
the institution’s future once 


again in doubt. 
At issue is the release by 
Mass. Governor Charles 


Baker of some $3 million in 
capital money needed to 
make repairs at various ani- 
mal enclosures and exhibits, 
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improve the site’s inadequate 
restroom facilities, and to 


address other so-called 
deferred maintenance proj- 
ects. 

According to Zoo New 
England CEO John Linehan, 
who heads the non-profit enti- 
ty that operates Stone Zoo 
and the larger Franklin Park 
Zoo in Boston, he also hopes 
toutilize a portion of that 
money to create additional 
habitats for new animal 
exhibits and to expand an 
indoor educational space that 
will also double as a function 
area for rental income. 

The inability to access that 
money may result in the facil- 
ity being stripped of its status 
as an accredited institution. 

That designation, a gold 
standard Stone Zoo earned in 
2004 for the first time in its 100 
year history, is held by just 10 
percent of the country’s 2,400 
licensed animal exhibitors, 
but the exclusive status car- 
ries a host of benefits. Those 
accreditation advantages 
include privileges to display 
exotic animals from other 
organizations and other part- 
nerships that could ultimately 
spur further expansion and 
new revenue opportunities. 


During a community 
forum sponsored by Zoo New 
England last month, 


Stoneham’s legislative delega- 
tion — as well as Beacon Hill 
representatives from  sur- 
rounding communities like 
Melrose — warned that 
should the Association of Zoos 
and Aquariums not renew 
Stone Zoo’s accreditation, the 
community treasure might 
not survive. 

“If this zoo doesn’t get re- 
accredited, you will have a 
downward spiral effect that 
could lead to it being shut 
down,” cautioned State 
Representative Michael Day 
(D-Stoneham). 

“The zoo provides a 
tremendous amount of eco- 
nomic value to the communi- 
ties it surrounds. So it’s real- 
ly important our message

Both the good 
guys and bad guys believe 
that she can lead them to 
her father before he dies, so 
the chase is on. The movie 
borrows heavily from The 
Terminator in that a char- 
acter named John Smith 
(don’t trust anyone with 
that name!) seems to be 
charged with saving the 
heroine from the Hitman 
who wants to wipe her out. 
But appearances deceive, 
and soon heroes and villains 
are turned upside down. 
After a while, you give up 
trying to make sense of the 
plot and sit there gaping at 
the car crashes, fight 
scenes, and shootings. The 
problem is that even the 
mayhem quickly becomes 
repetitive. Too many of the 
characters are invincible. 
First-time director 
Aleksander Bach, a veteran 
of flashy commercials, 
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keeps things hurtling for- 
ward, though even a slick 
action picture can quickly 
turn tedious when there’s 
nothing significant at stake. 
A pointless journey from 
Berlin to Singapore at least 
allows for some spectacular, 
scenic location shots. 

The ending leaves open 
the possibility of a sequel, 
but that is probably wishful 
thinking on the part of the 
producers. 


"THE MAN FROM 
U.N.C.L.E." 
RATING: *** 


It’s very easy to laugh at 
the idea of a The Man From 
U.N.C.L.E. movie. It is yet 
another big action movie 
property based on an old 
television program present- 
ed to a modern audience. 
But the truth is The Man 
From U.N.C.L.E. is surpris- 
ingly enjoyable. 

The simple premise has 
suave CIA agent, Napoleon 
Solo (Henry Cavill), forced 
to team up with angry KGB 
operative Illya Kuryakin 
(Armie Hammer) on a mis- 
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sion that takes the unlikely 
pair across Europe in the 
early 1960s - the height of 
the Cold War. Soon the duo 
are tasked with using the 
daughter of a German sci- 
entist, Gabby Teller (Alicia 
Vikander) to infiltrate a 
nefarious spy organisation, 
although to do so they first 
need to stop fighting with 
one another. 

A movie like U.N.C.L.E. 
lives or dies on the strength 
of its stars and happily the 
three leads are all solid. 
Cavill plays Solo with a 
wonderfully unflappable, 
relaxed charm, which juxta- 
poses beautifully with 
Hammer’s constant, barely 
repressed boiling rage. 
Vikander adds a fragile 
strength to the proceedings 
and is just inscrutable 
enough to keep the audience 
guessing as to her true 
motives. 

Director Guy Ritchie is 
on point with U.N.C.L.E., 
and delivers a slick, stylish 
film, replete with a wonder- 
fully era-appropriate sound- 
track and propulsive, excit- 
ing action scenes - utilizing 
his usual bag of tricks like 
split screen, flashbacks and 
unreliable narration. 

The Man From 
U.N.C.L.E. is a low stakes, 
often silly and very funny 
movie. It won’t change your 
life, but it’s an utterly 
charming, albeit slight, spy 
romp.

lions. Then in the 1950’s, Walter D. Stone, the zoo’s newest direc- 
tor, led a huge expansion that gave rise to Stone Zoo as it is now 
known. 

However, with the popularity of the state-run zoo soaring, 
tragedy struck with the untimely death of Stone in 1968. After 
his passing, the property was posthumously named after the zoo 
director. 


Saved by a bear 

In 1990, amidst a state budget crisis, Stone Zoo faced the first 
modern day threat to its existence with the total shuttering of 
the facility. 

But once again, it was a bear and a stroke of blind luck that 
saved the facility. 

In July of 1979, Major the Polar Bear, who was so wildly pop- 
ular that a local scholarship fund in Stoneham now exists in his 
name, arrived as the newest exhibit. 

The 900 pound animal, captured in Siberia in 1966, quickly 
became the main attraction at a Pond Street property that also 
featured gorillas, lions, and giraffes. But in 1990, with Stone 
Zoo’s budget eradicated, Major was slated for placement else- 
where. 

However, zoo officials — Linehan himself was a curator at 
the time — soon learned the polar bear had a communicable 
disease, preventing the massive eight-foot tall animal from 
being housed in another national zoo. And so state leaders, 
unwilling to take the political gamble of euthanizing such a 
wildly popular attraction, were forced to allocate a small 
amount of money to ensure a skeleton staff was able to care for 
the quarantined polar bear. 

“J have to give Major the polar bear a lot of credit. It would 
have never reopened had he not been there. They had to leave 
the zoo sort of moth-balled,” recalled Tisei. 

With zoo supporters such as Stoneham resident Bee Russo — 
also a member of the local historical society — garnering 
increased public support to reopen the facility, Tisei and other 
area legislators pounced on the opportunity. 

In 1991, former Governor William Weld signed into law legis- 
lation that created a private non-profit entity, now known as Zoo 
New England, to oversee and mange the state’s two MDC prop- 
erties in Stoneham and Boston’s Franklin Park nei 

According to Tisei, who co-sponsored the legistation, fhe pub- 
lic-private partnership established by the legislation mirrored 
arrangements across the nation for public zoos, which were par- 
tially funded by the state or local government. 

“The state does a lot of things well, but running a zoo was not 
something the Commonwealth had any expertise in. Clearly, we 
needed a new structure in place,” said the former state senator, 
who considers the legislation that saved Stone Zoo as amongst 
his “most proud achievements”. 

“Before 1991, if someone wanted to make a donation to the 
zoo, you’d have to write a check out to the Commonweath of 
Mass. It would then go to the general fund, and you’d have to 
hope and pray it made it to that intended purpose.” 

In 1992, Stone Zoo reopened its doors. Major, the bear who 
saved the community resource, died in 2000. The 33-year-old 
polar bear was at the time the oldest such animal kept in cap- 
tivity. 


Unfulfilled promise 

According to Linehan, since Zoo New England’s inception in 
1991, the organization has made significant strides towards 
expanding the two facilities while also reducing the non-profit’s 
reliance on state money. 

When first established, 70 percent of Zoo New England’s 
operating costs were funded by 
the state, but now about 40 per- 
cent of the annual budget 
comes from tax dollars. The 
organization has managed to 
boost attendance by nearly 20 
percent while raising millions 
of dollars in private donations, 
including some $6.6 million 
generated recently for the con- 
struction of a new children’s 
space at Franklin Park. 

A new children’s play- 
ground is also planned for the 
Stoneham location, thanks to 
an unrelated — fundraising 
effort. 

In Stoneham, that transfor- 
mation has also included the 
expansion from a single polar 
bear display to a variety of 
exhibits that include black 
bears, American alligators, 
North American wolves, a 
number of large cats such as 
jaguars and snow leopards, 
and river otters. 

Despite that progress, the 
non-profit continues to face 
criticism by state officials, 
some of whom question the 
necessity of having two state- 
owned zoos. In fact, in 2008, 
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under the administration of Governor Deval Patrick, some $4 


“million in public funding for the zoos was slated for the chop- 


ping block. 

Ultimately, the legislature, again with Tisei leading the 
cause, managed to override that budget veto. Beacon Hill polls 
also sanctioned the $28 million bond package for infrastructure 
needs at Stone Zoo and Franklin Park, but Patrick sparingly 
and sporadically appropriated that funding. 


In fact, it is that same pool of money that Baker is being 
asked to release today. A few months ago, there was still 
around $16 million, or a little more than half of that capital 
money, remaining to be spent. 

“The legislature has voted to authorize that [spending]; but 
it’s up to the administration to actually release the funds,” said 
State Senator Jason Lewis (D-Winchester) during the communi- 
ty forum at Stone Zoo last month. 

According to Tisei, state officials who have blocked the 
release of the funding aren’t being fair to Zoo New England, 
which in his opinion, has never been given a real opportunity to 
succeed. 

“T’ve always been a huge advocate for the zoo, because what- 
ever investment you make will easily pay dividends. I really 
think Stone Zoo is just a step away from coming into its own,” 
he said. 

Specifically, the former state legislator — who was Baker’s 
running mate during a failed bid for the governor’s office in 2010 
— argued the zoo’s progress has been hamstrung from the out- 
set by the inheritance of two properties that had been financial- 
ly neglected for decades. 

Critics of slashing public funding for Zoo New England also 
argue the non-profit entity has not been given enough time to 
generate the types of deep private donor bases that are enjoyed 
by other cultural icons in Boston like the Museum of Science 
and Museum of Fine Arts. 

Even with that support, say local officials and Zoo New 
England representatives, it is virtually impossible to get big 
money donors to write out a check for new fencing, electricity 
infrastructure, or an upgrade to restroom facilities. 

“When the zoos were transferred, they were turned over with 
tremendous infrastructure needs. The infrastructure had been 
neglected over a long time and they’re still grappling with that 
problem right now,” Tisei argued. “A lot of people thought when 
that was transferred, you’d waive a magic wand and the state 
wouldn’t have any responsibility. That’s not how other zoo part- 
nerships work.” 

O’Neill, who has advocated more vocally for the zoo from 
her seat on Stoneham’s Board of Selectmen recently, agrees the 
state needs to do more to help the organization succeed. 
According to the selectman, cutting funding now for the local 
attraction is stunningly short-sighted, as the closure of the facil- 
ity would have drastic impacts on surrounding communities’ 
economies. 

Earlier this month, during a meeting in Stoneham Town 
Hall, O’Neill also urged state officials to take other steps, such 
as improving public transportation options around thezoo, 
besides allocating capital money for maintenance. 

According to local officials, MBTA officials have informally 
agreed to add a bus stop by the nearby Dept. of Conservation 
and Recreation (DCR) work yard — located just across the 
street from the zoo — but that pivotal step is being hindered by 
a $2,000 concrete pad needed for handicapped access. 

“There’s a crosswalk there, and they can do a stop on both 
sides. The only thing they’re lacking is an ADA pad,” she said.
